Those  Princetonians  who  are  anxtous  to  sliaie  the 
happiness  of  their  Cliristmas  with  others,  with 
others  whose  gi'owing  despair  forces  tlicm  to  remain 
in  the  shadows  where  each  day  seems  a  little 
longer,  and  just  a  little  harder,  than  the  day  before. 

Because  Christmas,  particularly  in  a  world 
sliaken  by  doubt,  is  a  season  for  inner  as  well  as  for 
outer  joy,  and  because  too  seldom  do  families  strug- 
gling behind  the  curtains  of  tragedy  have  cause 
for  hope,  TOWN  TOPICS  presents  the  following 
facts  for  the  considei-ation  of  the  whole  community. 

There  is  in  our  midst  a  devoted  young  family 
that  has  been  driven  beyond  its  strength  and  has 
prayed  over  and  over  "just  for  the  chance  to  be  a 
family  and  to  do  things  together."  There  has  never 
been  very  much,  but  it  is  not  a  question  of  survival, 
for  Dick,  the  36-year  old  fathei",  and  Jane,  the  be- 
wildered 3'2-year  old  mother,  have  given  of  them- 
selves in  providing  a  home  and  essentials  for  their 
three  children — Anne,  Joe  and  Patty. 

Anne,  11,  extremely  shy  and  perceptive  beyond 
her  years,  shares  her  parents'  burdens.  Joe,  eight,  is 
boyishly  boisterous  and  yet  strangely  upset  when- 
ever he  and  Anne  talk  about  Patty,  their  seven-year 
old  sister,  who  all  of  her  life  has  Iain  helpless  in  the 
crib  at  the  foot  of  he.-  mother's  bed.  Patty,  a  living 
lump  with  a  head  of  grotesque  proportions,  com- 
pletely dominates  the  lives  of  four  loving,  uncom- 
plaining persons. 

Six  months  after  Patty's  birth  Dick  and  Jane  un- 
believingly heard  a  specialist  say:  "We  can  do 
nothing;  .she  may  live  for  a  few  years,  possibly  to 
age  30."  Nonetheless,  they  fought  on  together,  with 
Jane  seldom  leaving  the  house  they  have  since  ac- 
quired. As  it  became  dreadfully  apparent  that  the 
Oil-pound  mother  was  no  longer  able  to  lift  her 
youngest  child  out  of  the  crib,  they  sought  advice 
and  finally  agreed  with  the  Social  Service  Bureau 
that  institutional  care  was  the  answer.  The  applica- 
tion was  made;  Patty  was  a  number  on  a  waiting- 
list. 


Weeks  stretched  into  months  and  Jane  worked  on 
weekends,  or  during  the  hours  Dick  or  the  older 
children  could  be  with  Patly.  Conditions  in  New 
Jersey  institutions  went  from  crowded  to  more 
crowded  and  last  month  word  came  from  the  De- 
partment of  Institutions  and  Agencies:  "I  wish  we 
could  hold  forth  some  hope  for  early  placement  .  .  . 
the  situation  is  so  dillicult  we  have  to  suspend  all 
admissions  for  the  time  being  .  .  .  we  realize  the 
urgent  need  for  her  removal  from  the  home."  Local 
authorities  explored  all  other  avenues  of  possible 
public  assistance. 

The  time  had  coine  to  let  Jane  and  Dick  know 
that  their  neighbors  were  standing  by,  that  the 
tension  and  grinding  abnormalcy  of  their  lives 
could  be  broken  by  arranging  for  a  temporary  "pri- 
vate placement"  for  Patty.  Dick,  early  on  his  garage 
job  every  day  for  the  past  four  years,  and  Jane, 
who  would  be  available  for  normal  work-hours 
while  Anne  and  Joe  were  in  .school,  will  do  every- 
thing within  their  power  lo  help  maintain  Patty 
out-of-their-home  for  the  coming  months — until 
the  State  takes  over. 

For  this  family  group,  so  perilously  close  to  the 
point  of  collapse,  we  ask  a  helping  hand.  Jane  and 
Dick,  and  Anne  and  Joe,  must  understand  that 
Christmas  is  also  tor  them,  that  Christmas  is  the 
time  of  year  when  men  and  women  open  their 
hearts  to  others  less  fortunate  than  themselves.

From  Oberammergau,  the  fam- 
ous hand-carved  cieches,  minutely 
perfect,  some  in  natural  wood,  some 
with  painted  flgure.s.  The  Cummins 
Shop  has  nearly  a  dozen  different 
ones  this  year.  You'll  find  other 
creches  at  Clayton's,  where  the 
manger  scene  is  a  music  box  (Silent 
Night)  or  just  a  scene,  sans  music. 

Christmas  candles  glow  at  Cum- 
mins, Nassau  Interiors,  Stonewald's 
and  The  Flower  Basket.  At  Cum- 
mins, fat  pine-scented  ones  in  black 
wrought  iron  holders;  at  Nassau 
Interiors,  a  spangly  Christmas  tree 
one  foot  high  makes  a  memorable 
white  candle.

To  put  your  candle  in,  there  are 
Norwegian  sconces  at  Nassau  In- 
teriors. One  is  lacy  wrought  iron, 
in  a  crane-iike  design  that  sets  your 
candles  out  from  the  wall.

Prince- 
ion's  bnskclball  team,  heading  into 
H  tt-n-Kome  .•veries  in  preparation 
for  defense  of  its  Eastern  League 
litle,  will  run  head-on  Into  a  solid 
test  Saturday  night.  The  opposition 
will  be  pro\idcd  by  a  strong  Ford- 
ham  tiulntct  which  has  already  ac- 
complished the  feat  of  luining  back 
Columbia  on  the  latters  own  floor. 
The  Rams  won  by  a  71-65  count 
asainst  a  Lion  outfit  paced  by  6-6 
Jack  Mollnas  that  is  figured  to  be 
one  of  the  strongest  *  threats  to 
Pilnreion's  bid  for  a  second  straight 
championship. 

An  outbreak  of  thumb  trouble 
hamjiered  the  loam  In  practice 
somewhat,  two  members  of  the 
storting  five  dropping  out  of  action 
for  a  lime  with  such  injuries.

George  Young,  captain  of  the 
Tigers'  last  championship  team  (in 
19411.  scored  first  for  the  alumni 
In  17:54  of  the  opening  period,  beat- 
ing Blair  Toiiey  with  a  rebound 
from  Hank  Safarik's  shot.  Dave 
Harrop,  assisted  by  George  Hackl, 
tallied  shortly  after  the  second 
round  began  and  -Hackl  got  the 
fourth  "alumni-subs"  score  in  the 
third  frame.  Safarik  had  accounted 
lor  the  other  in  the  second  period. 

But  all  of  this  scoring  was  match- 
ed by  the  efforts  of  one  member  of 
the  varsity,  as  Captain  Hank  Both- 
feld counted  four  times  for  the  reg- 
ulars.
